"The Government of the United 
States, having had its attention di- 
rected to the proclamation of the 
German Admiralty issued on Feb. 4, 
that the waters surrounding Great 
Britain and Ireland, including the 
whole of the English Channel, are 
to be considered as comprised within 
the seat of war; that all enemy mer- 
chant vessels found in those waters 
aftér the eighteénth instant will be 
destroyed, although it may not al- 
ways be possible to save crews and 
passengers, and that’ neutral vessels 
expose themselves to danger within 
this zone of war because, in view of; 
the misuse of néutral flags said to 
have beén ordered by the British 
Government on Jan. 31 and of the 
eontingenciés of maritime warfare, 
it May not be possfble always to 
exempt neutral vessels from attacks 


in- 


it to be its duty to call the attention 
of the Imperial German Government, 
with sincére respect and the most 
friendly sentiments, but very can- 
didly and earnestly, to the very seri- 
ous possibilities of the course of 
action apparently contemplated un- 
der that proclamation. 

“The Government of the United 
States views those possibilities

‘“ ‘Tt is, of course, pot necessary 
to remind the German Government 
that the sole right of a belligerent 
in dealing with neutral vessels on the 
high seas is limited to visit and 
search, unless a bitockade is pro- 
claimed and. effectively maintained, 
which this Government does not un- 
derstand to be proposed in this case. 
To declare or exercise a right to at- 
tack and destroy any vessel enter- 
ing a prescribed area of the high 
seas, without first certainly deter- 
mining its belligerent nationality and 
the contraband character ef its car- 
go, would be an act so unprecedent- 
ed in naval warfare that this Gov- 
ernment is reluctant to believe that

“This Government has carefully 
noted the explanatory statement 
issued by the Imperial German 
Government, at the same time 
with the proclamation of the Ger- 
man Admiralty, and takes this ov- 
casion to remind the Imperial 
German Government very respect- 
fully that the Government of the 
United States is open to none of 
the criticisms for unneutral action 
to which the German Government 
believes the Governments of cer- 
tain other neutral nations have 
laid themselves open; that the 
Government of the United States 
has not consented to or acquiesced 
in any measures which may have 
been taken by the other belliger- 
ent nations in the present war, 
which operate to restrain neutral 
trade, but on the contrary, taken 
im all such matters a position 
which warrants it in holding 
those Governments responsible in 
the proper way for any untoward 
effects on American shipping 
which the accepted principles of 
international law do not justify; 
and that it, therefore regards it- 
self as free in the present in- 
stance to take with a clear con- 
science and upon accepted prin- 
ciples the position indicated in 
this note. 

“‘if the commanders of German 
vessels of war should act upon the 
presumption that the flag of the 
United States was not being used 
in good faith and should destroy 
on the high seas an American ves- 
sel or the lives of American citti- 
zens, it would be difficult for the 
Government of the United States 
to view the act in any other light 
than as an indefensible violation 
of neutral rights, which it would 
be very hard, indeed, to reconcile, 
with the friendly relations now so 
happily subsisting between the 
two governments. 

“‘If auch a deplorable situation 
should arise, the Imperial Ger- 
man Government can réadily ap- 
preciate that the Government of 
the United States would be con- 
strained to hold the Imperial Ger- 
man Government to a strict ac- 
countablility for such acts of their 
naval authorities and to take any 
steps it might he necessary to 
take to safeguard American lives 
and property and to secure to 
American citizens the fall enjoy- 
ment o ftheir acknowledged rights 
on the high sens. 


Hopes for Assurances. : 
“"The Government of the United 


States, in view of the#e considera- 
tions, which it urges with the great- 
est respect and with the sincere pur- 
pose of making sure that no mis- 
understanding may arise and no cir- 
cumstances occur that might even 
cloud the intercourse of the two 
Governments, expresses the confident 
hope and expectation that the Im- 
perial German Government can and 
will give assurance that American 
citizens and their vessels will not be 
molested by the naval forces of Ger- 
many otherwise than by visit and 
search, though their vessels may be 
traversing the sea area delimited in 
the proclamation of the German ad- 
miraity. 

““It.is added for the information 
of the Imperial Government that 
representations have been made to 
His Britannic Majesty's Government 
in respect to the unwarfanted use of 
the American flag for the protection 


to present to the British Government 
a note to the following effect: 

* “The Department has been advised 
of the declaration of the Gerniin 
Admiralty on Feb. 4th, indicating 
that the British Government had on 
Jan. sist explicitly authorized the 
use of neutral tlags on British mer- 
chant vesse's, presumably for the 
purpose of avoiding recognition by 
German naval forces. The Depart- 
ment's atiention has been also direct- 
ed to reports in the press that the 
captain of the Lusitania, acting upon 
orders or information received from 
the British authorities, raised the 
American flag as his vesséele ap- 
proached the British coast, in order 
to escape anticipated attacks by a 
(zerman submarine. Today's press 
reports also contain an alleged of- 
ficial statement of the Foreign Of- 
fice defending the use of the flag of 
a neutral country by a belligerent 
vessel in order to,escape capture or 
attack by an enemy. 

‘Assuming that the foregoing re- 
ports are true, the Government of 
the United States, reserving for fu- 
ture consideration the legality and 
propriety of the deceptive use of the 
flag of a neutral power in any case 
for the purpose of avoiding capture, 
desires very respectfully to point out 
t His -Brittanic Majesty's Govern- 
ment the serfous consequences which 
may result to American vessels and 
American citizens if this practice is- 
ccntinued. 

“ "The occasional use of the flag 
of a neutral or an ehemy under the 
stress of immediate pursuit and*to 
decive an approaching enemy, which 
appears by the press reports to be 
represented as the precedent and 
justification used to support this 
action, seems to this Government a 
very different thing from an explicit 
sanction by a belligerent Govern- 
ment for its merchant ships general- 
lv to fly the flag of a neutral power 
within certain portions of the high 
seas, which are presuméd to be fre- 
quénted with hostile warships. The 
formal declaration of such a policy of 
géneral misuse of a neutral’s flag 
jeopardizes the vessels of the neutral 
visiting those waters in a peculiar 
degree by raising the presumption 
that they are of belligerent nation- 
ality regardless of the flag which 
they may carry. 

“‘In view of the announced 
purpose of the German Admiralty 
to engage in active naval opera- 
tions in certain delimited sen 
areas adjacent to the coasts of 
Great Britain and _ Ireland, the 
Government of the United States 
would view with anxious solici- 
tude any general use of the fing 
of the United States hy British 
vessels traversing those waters. 
A policy such as the one which 
His Majesty’s Government is said 
to tend to adopt would, if the 
declaration of the German Ad- 
miralty be put in force, it seems 
clear, afford no protection to 
British vessels, while it would be 
a serious and constant menace to 
the lives and vessels of Ameri- 
can citizens. |

Declared German Baron Could 


Signal From His English Home 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—Sir John Lons- 
dale, Honorary Secreiary and Whip to 
the Irish Unionist party, disclosed in 
the House. .of Commons yesterday that 
Baron von Bissing, a brother of the 
German Governor-General 
has a residence at Hove, Sussex, from 
which “signalling operations might eas- 
ily be carried out.”’ 

When asked whether the British War 
Office acquiesced in Baron von Bis- 
sing’s residence in the prohibited area, 
Harold J. Tennant, Under Secretary of 
State for War, replied that the Baron 
was a naturalized British subject, and 
that, although the fullest inquiries had 
been made, nothing had been found 
which would justify the War Office in 
demanding his removal.

ROTTERDAM, Feb. 12.—Thé steam- 
ship Laertes, belonging to the Otean 
Steamship Co. of Liverpool, has ar- 
rived at Ymuiden with a stirring tale 
of an attack by a German submarine 
in the North Sea and of finally es- 
caping after a chase lasting an hour. 
Wednesday afternoon, between 4 
and 5 o'clock, the ship, which had 
just returned from Japan with a val- 
uable cargo, was between Schouwer- 
bank and Mass lightship, when chal- 
lenged by the German submarine U-2 
and ordered to stop. At that time she 
was not flying any flag and refused 
to pay any attention to the subma- 
rine. Orders for full steam ahead were 
given and the Laertes steered along 
a zigzag course to escape any torpedo 
that might be launched at her. 
Fires With Gun.* . 

The submarine continued to steam 
on the surface to get greater speed. 
Unable to launch a torpedo, she com- 
menced to fire at the ship with a gun. 
One shot took effect. It passe@ 
through a funnel. 
There were neutrals on the Leertes 
and the captain, to save them, hoisted 
the Dutch flag; but the Germans re- 
fused to honor this and continued to 
fire. Another shot struck the com- 
pass, and @thers crashed into the life- 
boats and the upper deck, putting the 
lives of those on board in the utmost 
danger. 
As the fight continued, the stokers 
on the Laertes sent their ship along 
at 16 knots. At this speed the sub- 
marine could not hope to get along- 
side and make a hit with a torpedo. 
Further shots were fired at the 
Laertes, but Capt. Propert refused to 
give in, and forced his Ship along on 
a zigzag course. 

Torpede Misses Narrowly. 

In apparent anger at not being able 
to cripple the ship or compel her to 
obey his signals, the German com- 
mander ordered a torpedo launched. 
The sinuous white wake of the tor- 
pedo was seen as it was speeding 


toward the Laertes, but the speed and 
course of the ship saved her, although 
the torpedo passed just astern, miss- 
ing by only a few yards. 

Saaten in the chase, the submarine 
made off and the Laertes steamed 
into Ymuiden. 

The Dutch authorities, it is an- 
nounced at The Hague, will make an 
inquiry into the action of the Gérman 
submarine, as it is suggested that the 
attack was made inside Dutch ter- 
ritorial waters.

Ten Battered German Submarines Put 
_, _jdnte Norwegian Ports. 
LONDON, Feb. 12.—-The Daily Mail’s 
Copenhagen correspondent states that 
at a heavy North Sea gale a few days 
ago 10 German submarines put into Ber- 
gen, Stavanger, Trondhjem and other 
Norwegian ports, in terribly battered 
condition.

As for the communication with Ger- 
many, Officials said théy were acting 
under specifically recognized principles 
of international law in pointing out the 
dangers to American citizens which 
would follow attacks on merchant ves- 
sels without first ascertainmg the 
validity of the emblem flown by the 
vessel, 

Although there was no explicit :refer- 
ence In the notes to what would be the 
attitude of the United States toward 


the loss of American lives if a belliger- 
ent mefchantman were sunk, it was 
made plain by officials that neutralé 
traveling on such ships had a right to 
expect that enemy vessels would con- 
form to the international practicé of 
affording opportunity for assengers 
and crews of all nationalities to be 
taken to a place of safety before dé- 
stroying a ship. 

At first it was intended to confiné the 
note to Germany merely to an inquiry 
as to what steps would be taken to 
verify the character of ships fiying 
neutral flags, pointing out the serious 
dangers which might énsue from mis- 
takes in this connection. But when the 
German Foreign Office memorandum 
arrived, giving what seemed to be the 
mature deliberations of the German 
Government on the subject, the Wash- 
ington administration decided to issue 


its warning immediately.

Kaiser Says Germany Won’t

ROTTERDAM, Feb. 12.—The_ Berlin 
Lokal Anzeiger, describing the visit of 


last Sunday, says: 

“The streets were lined with land- 
sturm troéps. The Emperor attended 
ehurch and during the prayer removed 
his helmet and bowed his head for a 
long time. Afterward he addressed the 
troops, fervently saying Germany would 
not rest until the enemy was beaten to 
the ground. He emphasized this state- 
ment with a crack of his riding whip.’’

seal of the American legation. . 

Dr. Van Dyke has been trying for four 
days through the friendly medium of 
the German Minister at The Hague to 
obtain an explanation from Berlin of 
what he considers an invasion of his 
diplomatic privileges, but no answer 
has come from the German capital. 

“That statement of facts fs correct,” 
said Dr. Van Dyke. “The action of the 
German commander at Trie may have 
been a mistake of ignorance, but it must 
be explained and apologized for. 

‘Luxemburg fs a very small country of 
0 000 inhabitants, but the peaceful du- 
ties with which the American Gov- 
ernment has charged me toward that 
country are just as sacred as if it were 
a hundred times as big. ; 

“It was the first of the neutral coeun- 
tries to be invaded and appears to be 
threatened with a failure of the food 
supply. 

“IT cannot consent to interference with 
my duties toward Luxemburg by any 
power in the world except that which 
conferred them upon mé, namely, the 
Government at Washingtoh.”

FANNY CROSBY, 
BUND WRITER OF 
8000 HYMNS, Dts 


Her Work Under 200 Pen Names 
Appears in Nearly All Church 


Song Books. 
WAS 94 YEARS OLD 


She Lost Eyesight in Infancy; 
Began Writing Verse at 
Age of 8. 


BRIDGEPORT. Conn., Feb. 12.—Fan- 
ny Crosby, well-known blind hymn wri- 
ter, died today at her home here in 
fier ninety-fifth year. 

In spite of feeble health, especially 
within the last few months, she con- 
tinued writing hymns up to a shot 
time before hier deat!i. 

Eight thousand hymns of Christian 
“worship sung in Protestant churches 
throughout the world, are the werk of 
Yanny Crosby. No one since the days 
of Charles Wesley or Isaac Watts has 
made anywhere near as large a contri- 
bution to the gospel song book. 

Fanny Crosby’s name was signed so 
regularly as author of one hymn after 
another. that the hymnbook makers of 
A quarter of a century ago were forced 
to give her some 200 different pen names 
to make it appear that someone besides 
the famous writer had _ contributed. 
Thousands—perhaps hundreds of thou- 
sands—who sang her songs, which were 
translated into every language, did not 
know that it was a blind woman’s in- 
srpiration which they employed to ex- 
press their Christian faith and hope in 
song. 

Pathetic Interest in One Song. 

Ker death gives a pathetic interest to 
one of the latest and best known of her 
songs, in which she expressed the hope 
that, in another world, she would be no 
longer blind. The first verse and the 
refrain are: 

“Some day the silver cord will break, 

And T no more as now shail sing; 

But O, the joy when I awake 

Within the palace of the King! 


“And I shall see Him face to face, 
Ane tell the story—Saved by grace.”’ 


“Pass Me Not,” “Blessed Assur- 
ance,’ “‘Rescue the: Perishing’’ and 
“Safe in the Arms of Jesus’’ are typi- 


cat of Fanny Crosby’s most popular re- 
licious verses. Of the latter the writer 
has related an incident showing the re- 
markable rapidity with which she em- 
ployed her inspiration and her talens 
of versification. 

Wrote Hymn in 15 Minutes. 

W. H. Doane, who wrote the music 
for many of her verses, had called one 
morning at Fanny Crosby’s home in 
New York. 

“*T must take a train to Cincinnati in 
4¢ minutes,’ he said; ‘ and I have some 
music for which I want you to write a 
hymn,’ 

“He sat down at the piano and played 
his music. 

““*IT think I can write it, Mr. Doane.’ 
I said. 

“T hurried upstairs, and sat down to 
write. For some time I was entirely ob- 
livious of surroundings. When I came 
buck to my full senses the hymn was 
written, and was on paper before me. I 
Jearned that I had only taken 15 min- 
utes. Triumphantly I carried it down 
t? Mr. Doane. The music he played 
then and the words I had hurriedly 
written are the same as used today in 
singing ‘Safe in the Arms of Jesus.’ 

“It was my most successful hymn, and 
I believe it was dedicated by the spirit 
of the Lord and that it was born for a 
mission.”’ 

But Fanny Crosby did not begin hymn 
writing until she was over 4 years uf 
age. Fifty years ago she was best 
known for her popular melodies, which 


as “Proud World, Good-by, I'm Going 
Home; “Hazel- Dell,” ‘“‘The Honev- 
suckle Glen” and ‘‘Nevor Forget the 
Dear Ones.”’ 

She was born in Putnam County, New 
York State, March %, 182, christened 
Frances Jane Crosby, and married t» 
Alexander Van Alstyne, a blind music 
teacher, who died many years ago. Her 
mother had lived to be 102, and her 
grandmother to be 106. She retained to 
the last all of her faculties—excepting 
eyesight. She lost this during a fever 
in infancy when a hot poultice was ap- 
plied to her eyes, destroying the optic 
nerves. 


Began Writing Verse at 8. 

At eight years the little girl displayed 
her first talent in versification by this 
philosophy of contentment: 

_ “Oh, what a happy soul am I, 
Although I cannot see: 
I am resolved that in this world 
Contented I will be. 


“How many blesings I enjoy 
That other people don't: 

To weep and sigh because I’m blind. 
I cannot and I wont.” 

For 12 years she studied at the New 
York Institution for the Blind. She 
never learned to read by the raised le:- 
ters. Playing the guitar while a child, 
she so calloused her fingers that they 
Were not sensitive enough to read the 
raised characters. All she learned she 
memorized from hearing. During her 
connection with the institution, which 
included an additional 12 years ks a 
teacher, she traveled all over the coun.

LERLIN, Feb. 12,—The 
guests of Berlin restaurants after Feb. 
22 must either bring rolls in their pock- 
ets or a bread ticket with them. Other- 
wise they will be without bread. This ‘s 
the solution arranged today by the Ber- 
lin authorities for the one really diffi- 
cult problem in the scheme for placing 


Berlin residents on a two-kilogram daily 
bread ration. 

Arrangements for the use of bread 
tickets to family households were easily 
made and the authorities settled the 
problem for hotels and boarding houses 
by authorizing the issue of day tickets 
for every guest registered. 


The newspapers, quick to grasp the 
humorous features of the new regula- 
tions, suggest that dinner invitations in 
the future bear the initials of the Ger- 
man equivalent for “bring bread with 
you.”’

Executive Refuses to Agree to 
an Amendment Ending Project 
Two Years After War. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 


Wilson today rejected the compromise 
ship bill evolved yesterday by Demo- 
cratic leaders of the House. He re- 
fused to agree to an amendment termi- 
nating the activities of the Government 
in the shipping business two years after 


the close of the war. : 

Representing the President, Postmas- 
ter-General Burlesori made a counter 
proposition to the leaders. It was that 
the House combine Senator Gore’s sub- 
stitute for the administration bill with a 
bill by Senator Weeks, which already 
has passed the Senate, proposing a line 
of naval auxiliaries to be used for pas- 
sengers and freight in emergencies at 
the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Navy. Mr. Burleson said the President 
would not accept any amendment to de- 
stroy the permanent character of the 
Project. 

Negotiations Continued, 

Democrats who had been working at 
both ends of the capital to get the bill 
in form acceptable to both Senate and 
House before March 4, were confident 
it could be passed if the amendment, 
making it a temporary measure, were 
attached. The counter-proposal ad- 
vanced by the Postmaster-Genera] 
threw the whole proposition again into 
the region of uncertainty. 

Representative Kitchin. the House 
Democratic leader-elect, declared he 
wculd not vote for the bill in the form 
proposed, but that he had no doubt it 
cculd pass the House. The Democrats 
who favored the temporary amendment 
ffared a resumption of the Republican 
filibuster if it were not attached. With 
the White House proposal as a new

basis, further negotiations went for- 
ward. 

Cloture Plans Fall. 
Plans to bring about cloture rules, 


which the long filibuster has suggest- 
ed, were knocked awry in the Senate 
when the Rules Committee failed to act 
favorably. 

Senator Reed precipitated a parlia- 
mentary battle by seeking a vote on nis 
resolution to close all debate on the 
shipping bill with a final vote not later 
than 5 p. m., Feb. 19. His action came 
as a complete surprise and a long wran- 
gle followed. 

Twice during the debate roll calls 
on motions resulted in a tie, 46 to 
46, and each time Vice-President Mar- 
shall broke the deadlock, voting with 
the. Administration forces. He sus- 
tained Senator Lodge's point of order, 
however, that Senator Reed's proposal 
was debatable. Senator Norris then 
mov ed to amend Senator Reed’s mo- 
tion by adding his proposed cloture 
rule that no Senator should speak 
more than three hours on one ques- 
tion. Norris spoke at length upon it. 

Prepared to Filibuster. 

The parliamentary result of the wran- 
gle, it developed, was to place the ship 
bill so it could not be brought up again 
without a motion. Senator Norris de- 
clined to withdraw his amendment anil 
Senator La Follette got the floor and 
began a discussion of his resolution for 
an international peace conference. 

The development did not materially 
affect the Senate deadlock because Re- 
publicans were prepared to filibuster 
against the Reed resolution.

Collector Moore Ordered to En- 
force Penalties if Returns Are 
Not In by Marca 1. 


Thirteen business days remain for 
making income tax reports, and George 
H. Moore, Collector of Internal Reve- 
is advisiing people not only to 


come early and avoid the rush, but to 
come before March 1 and avoid a fine 
and extra tax. 

About 2% per cent of the estimated to- 


nue, 


tal of income taxpayers have made 
their reports, Moore said today. He 
has just received instructions from 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue Os- 
born, in Washington, to be much more 
strict this year in enforcing penalties 
for failure to make return than his 
predecessor was last year. The idea is 
that everyone who has to make a return 
should know about it by this time, and 
that no one can plead ignorance. 


Penalties to Be Enforced. 

The penalty for failure to make a re- 
turn is an additional tax of one-half the 
amount of the regular tax, and a fine, 
which may range from $20 to $1000. Last 
year delinquents were let off with the 
Payment of the extra tax, and with per- 
haps a nominal fine of $5, but this year, 
it is declared, 
eenforced. yi 

This applies both to individvals and 
to corporations. However, in some cases, 
corporations are permitted to make their 
annual returns at such other times as, 
because of their fiscal arrangements, are 
most convenient. This is by special ar- 
rangement, and corporations which have 
not made this arrangement must make 
their returns by March l, like indi- 
viduals. 

Everyone whose income its more than 
$3000 a year must make a return. A 
married man will be exempted up to 
$4000, but if he earns more than $3000 
ng must let the Government know 
about it. 

A man whose salary is exactly $3000 
and who has no other source of in- 
come, such as stocks, realty or money 
in bank, need not make a return, but if 
he has any income whatever above the 
$3000 mark, he must report it. 

What May Be Deducted. 

An employe who is under bond, and 
who has to pay a surety company the 
premium on his own bond, as a condi- 
tton of holding his job. may deduct the 
premium from his income. But he must 
not deduct his life or accident insur- 
ance premium. 

A person who receives a gift need not 
add it to his income for the year, but 
if the gift affords any income, that. in- 
come must be included in the return.

AND RESTAURANTS 
HIT BY NEW BILL 


Measure, Backed by Missouri 
Sportsmen, Framed to Pre- 
vent All Evasive Schemes. 


Getting around the law against selling 
game in Missouri will become a difficult 


feat if House Bill 605, which has been 
favorably reported in the lower branch 
of the State Legislature, becomes a law. 
One of the sections of this bill, which 
has been indorsed by the Missouri Fish 
and Game League, the Interstate Sports- 
men’s Association and similar organiza- 
tions in the State, prohibits storing or 
serving protected game in any commer- 
cial establishment. 

The method of evading the law, espe- 
Clally in certain St. Louis cafes and 
restaurants, has been an open scandal 
in late years, and the hunters of the 
State have arisen in a determined move-

und a great deal of game has been 
handied in that way for commerce 
usually on the pretext that it was given 
away. 4 

There is nothing in the present law to 
stop that traffic, for it is not a difficult 
matter, after all, to make no charge 
for game and add the cost of it to a 
wine bill. Officials of the Game De- 
vartment have been unable to cope with 
the practice because of this loophole in 
the law, and there has been much in- 
dignation among hunters and game von- 
servationists wno have seen this business 
being carried on under their eyes. 
Devieus Methods of Game Smugglers. 

Appeals are being made all over the 
State for support of the bill, and it is 
believed that the country especially will! 
be for it. There is no sympathy among 
the country legislators with the smooth 
maneuvering which makes it possible to 
buy game in the big cities when none 
can be bought out in the State, and 
the: is no. constitutional length to which 
these legislators would not go to stop it. 

The ways in which game is gotton into 
some of the places where it is available 
for trusted friends and those whom the 
preprietor personally Knows to be safe 
are, according to the promoters of this 
bill, as devious as the oleo runways 
which the Government has just broken 
up in St. Louis. Ducks handled in this 
traffic come from the Big Lake region 
of Arkansas, one of the few places in 
the United States where market hunting 


the great American game markets—that 
of Chicago. A part of those ducks are 
diverted in transit to East 8t. Louis 
and smuggled across the bridge. Auto- 
mobiles best serve the wiles of the 
smugglers. Missouri cannot stop and 
search every automobile coming across 
the Eads and McKinley bridges. 


All of the native game birds of Mig- 
souri, the sportsmen say, show up in 
the commercial establishments of gt. 
Louis before the shooting season upon 
them opens, and they continue to appear 
after the seasons close. In the cage of 
the quail particularly this means ex- 
termination, but the members of the 
Game League say the people who en- 
gage in that traffic care nothing about 
what other men may find to engage 
them or serve for a day afield. There is 
sometimes money, and always prestige 
for the reastaurant, in it. That is 
enough. Posterity, like the French 
sportsman, can amuse itself throwing 
its cap up and shooting at it. 

Bill’s Many Commendatory Features,

Meeting Threatened Unless 

$2,500,000 Is Produced by 
March 15. 

Charles L. Delbridge, president of the 
People’s League, has had himself ap- 
pointed to notify the United Railways 
that it must pay the mill tax, amount- 
ing to more than $2,500,000, by March 
ls.

PRESS DEFENDS PRACTICE 


Use of Neutral Colors Declared} 
to Be in the Interest of 
Humanity. _ 


By Associated Presa, 
LONDON, Feb. 12.—The texts of’ the 


American notes to Germany and Great 
Britain concerming the pessible sinking 
of American ships and use of the Amer 


ican flag have not yet reached the Lon- 
don papers, which consequently are 
chary of editorial comment. 

The Pall Mall Gezette, however, says 
it will not be difficult to satisfy the Unit- 
el States that in using the American 
flag to defeat the intention of German 
warships to torpedo merchantmen with- 
out warning, Great Britain is “acting 
not only in the national interest but in 
the interest of humanity and civiliza- 
tion. There would be no danger of 
American ships being sunk if the Ger- 
man craft behave as every usage of 
war dictates and board the ships they 
stop for an examination of their pa- 
pers.”’ 

Americans Ask Protection, 

The Pall Mall Gazette calls attention 
to the fact that, while the American 
Government is making representations 
concerning the use of the Stars and 
Stripes, American passengers are peti- 
tioning the Cunard Line te sail under 
the American flag so that they may 
enjoy its protection. 

The Times says: 

“The fair and reasonable attitude 
which America has observed in all the 
problems raised by the war has strength- 
ened our customary desire to respect not 
only her rights, but her wishes and sus- 
ceptibilities. 

‘The use of a neutral flag to avoid an 
enemy we regard as an undoubted right, 
but a right which we are most unlikely 
to exercise in a manner to expose the 
shipping of neutral states to serious 
peril or inconvenience. Under these cir- 
cumstances and in view of the hearty 
good will prevailing between the two na- 
tions a satisfactory accommodation, 
should be promptly and easily reached.’’ 

Lusitania Incident. 

Dealing with the Lusitania incident, 
the Times considers it is explained by 
the fact that the Admiralty got wind of 
Germany’s intentions before they were 
made known officially and thereupan 
advised merchant shipping generally to 
resort to a neutral flag in case of 
necessity. ‘‘Thus,’’ says the paper, ‘‘the 
Lusitania incident happened at a mo- 
ment when it was particularly likely to 
‘cause discussion in America and afford 
the Germans in the United States a fresh 
opening. 

“There is no evidence that when the 
admiralty advised the use of a neutrai 
flag matters had become so urgent as 
to override all other considerations, and 
in a case of this kind the foreign office 
is a better judge than the admiralty 
possibly can be.” 

United States Can’t Intimidate Ger- 

many, Says Reventlow. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.-—The Daily Mall 
|quotes the following statement by Count 
von NeW, the German naval ex- 
pert: 

‘"We have always expected American 
protests and outbursts and we expect 
some even more vehement. The United 
States should understand clearly that 
indignation and threats are a@ mere 
waste of words. 

“The military, political and economic 
results of our action: have all been 
weighed. We can imagine no threat, 
no measure, on the part of the United 
States which is capable of intimidating 
Germany or of inducing her to modify 
her war against British trade. 

“The German Government is fully 
conscious of all the possible conse- 
quences of its action and the German 
people stand united pehind their Gov- 
ernment. It may incidentally be ques- 
tioned whether the people of the United 
States would do the same in all cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

The Hamburger Nachrichten says: 
“Beginning on Feb. 18 everybody must 
take the consequences. The hate and 
envy of the whole world concerns us 
not at all.

LAMBERT DENIES 
KNOWING OF GRAFT 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


Ex-Mayor and Two Former 
Comptrollers Take Stand for 
Defense at the Trial. 


Charies S. Lambert, former Mayor of 
Mast St. Louis, was a witness in his 
owr. defense, and in defense of the five 
others indicted on a $100,000 graft con- 
spiracy charge, in the East St. Louis 
City Court today. 


Lambert bore himself jauntily, and 
answered questions, both directly and 
cf cross-examination, with an air of as- 
surance. There has been less direct tes- 
timony against him and former Comp- 
troller Faulkner than against the others. 

He said he knew nothing of the double 
payment of bond coupons, of the hiring 
of mythical teams, of the payment of 
money for fictitious supplies, or of the 
feeding of city garbage to Treasurer 
Gerold’s hogs. 

He said he knew the city was buying 
groceries from Alderman Tietje’s store, 
but did not know the transaction was 
concealed by the use of an employe’s 
name. This employe, Frank Schuerger, 
has ed that his name and the name 
of the “Schuerger Grocery (Cd.,”" which 
had no existence, signed to vouchers 
showing the payment of large sums 
were not signed by him or with his 
consent. 

Faulkner also denied, on the stand, 


knowledge of most of the matters about 


which he was asked. ‘Weems Comp- 
troller Rodenberger told much about 
the method of conducting the Comptrol- 
ler’s office, bu denied knowing about 
the payment of bond coupons which al- 
ready had been paid. He said payments 
were sometimes made after maturity, 
and sometimes before maturity, accord- 


to the state of the city finances. 
"Fhe other defendants are Tietje and 


‘Lester Grigsby, who is now Chief of 


Detectives, but is being tried for his 
acts as clerk in the Health Commis-

|HEAVY TOLL OF LIVES 
PAID BY TITLED CLASSES 
OF ENGLAND IN THE WAR 


Three Peers, Besides Many Heirs, Apparently 
Have Fallen Since Great Struggle Began— 
Son of Viceroy of India Dies From Wounds. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—The titled classes of 
Great Britain are paying a heavy toll 
in the lives of their youth In the pres-

countries engaged. 
sential part of the military system of 
Germany, Austria and Russia that their 
armies should be officered by scions of 
the nobility. There the officers com- 
prise a caste of themselves. Their con- 
trol of the army provides the sanction 
of force in the last resort for the au- 
tecratic systems of government that 
prevail in those countries. 

Even in France the army is officered 
largely by an analagous class, and it 
has been found in the course of the war 
that some of the best commanders are 
men of the old noblesse who have been 
identified with the royalist cause. 


In Great Britain the officer: class is 
more mixed, but it may be taken for 
granted that every titled family and 
every family of wealth and position has 
at least’ one son in the army and fre- 
quently another in the navy, while ‘the 
public school system has the effect of 
diverting the careers of a large propor- 
tion of boys of middle-class parentage 
from the other professions and from 
business to soldiering. 

In the case of what is called the aris- 
tocracy in England, its members more 
frequently than not serve five or 10 
years and then retire, unless they have 
a real taste for army life. Their train- 
ing, however, is fuseful in an emergency 
like the present, and they all flocked 
back to the army the moment war was 
declared. They have supplied a con- 
siderable proportion of the killed and 
wounded among the officers. At the 
outset of the war the Guards, both foot 
and horse, and thé crack cavalry and 
infantry regiments were thrown to the 
front, and as they suffered heavy losses, 
hardly a day passed that the holder of 
or heir to some well-known title was 
not in the casualty list. 

This week there died in London Lord 
Ingestre, the only son and heir to the 
earldom of Shrewsbury, the oldest earl- 
dom in England. Lord Ingestre was 
34. His fourth child and only son was 
born the day he was wounded in the 
Battle of the Aisne. His death was 
due in the end to pneumonia. The day 
following his burial his infant son was 
christened at the Chapel Royal, St. 
James’ Palace. The present Earl of 
Shrewsbury is now lying seriously ill 
in a nursing home, and it appears prob- 
able that the baby, who is now Lord 
Ingestre, will have a long minority as 
Earl of Shrewsbury. 

The brother and heir of Lord Hamil- 
ton of Dalzell was killed at Armen- 
tieres. 

Within three days Capt. Lawson of 
the Blues, a grandson of Lord Burn- 
ham, proprietor of the Daily Telegraph, 
also was killed. He was the eldest son 
of Lady Hamilton of Dalzell by her 
first husband, Col. William Lawson. Of 
the Duke of Abercorn’s two brothers, 
the elder, Lord John Hamilton, a Cap- 
tain in the Irish Guards, has been 
killed, while the other, Lord Claud 
Hamilton, has been seriously wounded 
with the Grenadier Guards, in which 
he was a Lieutenant. 


Three Actual Peers. 

Three actual holders of peerages have 
been killed in action. One was Lord 
Jongleton, aged %4, a Lieutenant in the 
Grenadier Guards, who was killed on 
the retreat from Mons. ‘Another was 
Lord Hawarden, aged 37, who was a 
Captain in the Queen’s West Surrey 
regiment. 

Lord Congleton’s family name was 
Parnell, and he belonged to a branch 
of the Parnell family which migrated 
to England from Ireland after the 
Union, the founder of the title being 
a military man. The Hawarden title 
has now become extinct. The Congle- 
ton barony goes to the late Peer’s only 
brother, aged 20. 


The Earl of Annesley, aged %, lost, 
his life in the military aircraft serv- 
ice when flying back to France with 
& new aeroplane ig place of one that 
had been riddled with bullets. He was 
married, but had no children, and the 
title goes to his cousin, Walter Beres- 
ford Annesley. This is rather an un- 
expected diversion of the title. While 
the Earl was only the sixth, the cou- 
Sin who now succeeds is the eldest sor 
of the sixth son of the third Ear]. 

The heirs to peerages who have lost 
their lives in action are much more 
numerous. The only son of the Earl of 
Plymouth, whose courtesy title was Vis- 
count Windsor, was killed at Ypres. He 
was a lieutenant and adjutant in the 
Worcestershire Yeomanry, 2% years old 
and unmarried. The title goes to the 
grand-uncle of the present peer, an In- 
dian Mutiny veteran, whose son and 
heir is Maj. Windsor Clive of the 
Grenadiers, now serving with the staff 
in France. The first member of the 
family known to fame won his knight- 
hood at the Battle of the Spurs in 1513; 
another was a Rear-Admiral in 1642; a 
third commanded a regiment of horse 
at the Battle of Naseby in 1646. In fact 
in every generation of the family for 
400 years there has been a notable mil- 
itary or naval officer. 

The only son and heir of the Ear! of 
Aylesford, Lord Guernsey, aged 3%, a 
Heutenant in the Irish Guards, was 
killed at the Aisne. He is succeeded by 
his sen and only child, who was born 
in 198. This 6-year-old Lord Guernsey 
will ultimately succeed to the title of 
his grandfather, the present Earl of 
Aylesford: This Earl was married 
twice. By his second marriage he has 
two sons, one of whom its serving at the 
front: the other is a naval lieutenant, 
now at sea. 

Lord Dunleath has ioat his eldest son, 
but he bas two others, so that the title, 


which dates back only to 1892, is not 
likely to become extinct with the pres- 
ent, its second holder. 

The Barony of Kilanin will disappear 
with the present Lord Kilanin, Morris 
of the Irish Guards, was killed on the 
Aisne. 

A particularly sad death was that of 
the son and heir of Viscount Hardinge, 
the Viceroy of India, who died. of 
wounds the other day. Only 19, he was 
a Second Lieutenant in the Rifle Bri- 
gade. Lord Hardinge himself had a 
narrow escape from death, being se- 
riously injured 18 months ago from a 
bomb, and only a few months ago his 
wife, a young and handsome woman 
who displayed such conspicuous bravery 
at the time of the attempt on her hus- 
band’s life, died in India. 


Title Descends to Baby Son. 

Lord Nairne, the second son of the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, has been killed 
In action, and his title descends to his 
2-year-old son. Lord Nairne, who was 
the King’s favorite equerry and gentr- 
ally popular in society, was better 
known as Lord Charles Fitzmaurice, the 
courtesy title which he bore until his 
claim to the title of Nairne was estab- 
lished. His elder brother, the Earl of 
Kerry, heir to the Lansdowne title, is 
also serving at the front as a Major in 
the Irish Guards. 


The Hon. Lyndhurst Bruce, a Captain 
in the Royal Scots Fusiliers, was killed 
in .the trenches just before Christmas. 
His wife was formerly Camille Cliffor4, 
American musical comedy actress. He 
was the son and heir of Lord Aberdare. 
He left no children, so the title passes 
to the next brother, the Hon. Clarence 
Bruce, who also is in the army and has 
no heir. 


The .win brother and heir presumptive 
cf the Earl of Durham, the Hon. F. W. 
J.ambton, has lost two sons—the Hon. 
John Gambton, who was in the North 
umberiand Fusiliers, and the Hon. Claul 
Lambton, in the Lanarkshire Yeomanry 
Owing to these fatalities the Zarldom 
of Durham may pass to Admiral Sir 
Hedworth Lambton Meux, the second 
Yrother of the present Earl. The Ad 
miral changed his name to Meux on 
ir.heriting the fortune of Lady Meu.

For 18 years I 
was a domestic drudge, and a 
mistress in my own home at 
that. I worked from morning till night, 
and when everything was done I just 
seemed to have to hunt up things to 
do.” Thus spoke a worthy wife and 
mcther whose words of wisdom are 
worth while. She further explained: 

“In my early days I had gotten into 
the habit of work, work, work, always 
going on the theory that ‘woman's 
work is never done,’ and I learned only 
a very short time ago that if you 
would not you'd better rest. 

“By rest I do not mean idleness, but 
rather a change from the thing you are 
doing. I have learned that too much 
domesticity makes you narrow and too 
particular and temperamental.
